Illinois narrowly escaped slavery on two or three noted oc¬ 
casions, but few people realize how nearly it came to starting 
out as a slave state, through the general ownership of slaves by 
Its inhabitants. 

The scarcity of labor to work the broad prairie lands invited 
slave owning. 

A conscientious Englishman who had taken up land in Illinois 
wrote to Morris Birbeck, first Secretary of State of Illinois: 

“I would not have upon my con.science the moral guilt of ex¬ 
tending slavery over countries now free from it. But if it should 
take place, I do not see why I should not make use of it. 

"If I do not have servants I cannot farm: but there are no 
free laborers here, except a few so worthless and yet so haughty 
that an Englishman can do nothing with them." 

In fact, there were many slaves in the territory at the time 
ihe slate was admitted. 

In 1818 it was estimated that the indentured servants in the 
(erntory amounted to one-fortieth of the population, a large X 
proportion when one considers the extreme poverty of most of 
the settlers. 

The indenture was virtually identical with slavery. 

Forms of indenture show that the prices paid lor indenjured 
servants were practically the same as these Negroes would — 
bring on the slave block in Ihe South. 

The indenture made it possible for slave owners to settle in 
Illinois. 

Some did. but many hesitated to do so for fear conditions ^ 
would be changed when llltnois became a state. 

For that reason they crossed Illinois and located in Missouri, 
which was free from the restrictions contained in the Ordinance 
of 1787. 

Between 1810 and l820, according to the U. S. ccn.sus. the 
'lave population of Missouri increased from 3011 to 10.022, and 
many settlers in Illinois regarded with jealous eyes the great 
economic advantage which Missouri was gaining over their state. 

It required moral courage on the part of the early settlers 
to continue opposition to slavery and demand the admission of 
ihe state as a no-slovory commonwealth.

Revamping of such a basic part of the 
stale 8 structure of law and government is bound 
to be unsettling, particularly to those who feel 
the existing wording gives them an edge in 
privileges and only minimum responsibilities.

Added to such fears, there is concern over 
the desire by some to remove virtually all re¬ 
straints on the General Assembly. This would 
vest too much power in legislators, and gamble 
too heavily on the vagaries of election trends, 
which occasionally can lead to unrepresentative, 
unscrupulous or unsound lawmaking. 

On the other hand, all of the many prob¬ 
lems involving local, county and stale govern¬ 
ment cry out for change. A new constitution un¬ 
deniably offers the simplest way of accomplish¬ 
ing sweeping revisions at all Illinois taxing and 
governing levels. 

Taxation is certain to be one of the most 
difficult aspects to resolve, with the merits of a 
state income tax hotly debated. A revision of 
the revenue article of the constitution was sub¬ 
mitted to voters last in 1966. being defeated 
mainly because of the ineptness of its prepara¬ 
tion and the general wariness regarding drastic 
change. 

The odds may be agaihst passage of the 
convention call this fall, although such a stand 
might be hard to rationalize for anyone with 
faith in the democratic process. Our inclination 
is to encourage the drafting of a new constitu¬ 
tion. hope that the task is done well, and then 
support or fight it depending on what it pro-

Protectionism is being practiced against us 
by other lands, not only through tariffs but a 
variety of other charges and, in some cases, m 
the form of subsidies for their home industries. 
Added advantages for foreign competitors are 
lower labor rates, comparable equipment ef¬ 
ficiency and product quality and, quite often, 
less capital debt. 

With steel imports already up 42% this 
year due to Aug. I strike hedge buying, exten¬ 
sive and permanent damage is likely in 1968 
unless Congress enacts a trade equalization act 
limiting imports to a fixed portion of the mar¬ 
ket, such as 9% or 10%. This would enable 
both steel imports and American production to 
rise as total U.S. steel consumption grows. 

The case for federal action no doubt will 
be presented eloquently by steel firms during 
hearings to be conducted in Washington this 
spring by a trade information committee gather¬ 
ing data to be used in formulating new U.S. 
trade policies. 

The question is whether the appeals wilt be 
heard objectively or whether they will be judged 
with blind dedication to the outmoded idea that 
low tariffs are beat regardless of whether they 
are unilateral or mutual and regardless of their 
effect on our nation's ability to survive.
